PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 5.—In many of

lic loss and bereavement. 


The arrangements for the funeral of 


Mr. Childs have not been completed 
yet, but it has been decided that it 
shall be held at 1 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon from St. James' Protestant 
Episcopal church, of which Mr. Cbilda 
was a vestryman for many years. Who 
will be asked to be pallbearers is still 
undecided, and it is difficult to make a 
choice for the sad honor among Mr.

Even the question of the 
place of his interment is still a matter 
of doubt. Mr. Childs had a lot in 
Larnel Hill cemetery, but to many of 
his intimate friends it seems appropri-

A. 3. Drexel. Whichever is decided 
upon, however, the interment will be 
private.

A CHAPTER ON DOGS. 
'» 


Hew to Care for Tu m-Early Education 


Beneficial. 


If every dog in the world were killed 


it would throw a large credit to the fa- 
vorable side of the world's finances, so 
far as dollars and cents are concerned. 
The feed of dogs, their taxes, and 
finally their depredations, foot np a 
large amount. Still the world does not 
live for dollars and cents. And how 
many a child would mourn its amus- 
ing pet, how many a lock and house- 
hold miss a faithful friend and de- 
fender! Burglars, foxes, vermin gen- 
erally would rejoice at canine extinc- 
tion. But men who have been pulled 
by dogs from Alpine snowdrifts, res- 
cued from drowning, delivered from 
infuriated bulls or from the burglar's 
pistol, are not going to vote against 
the dog. No dog should be trusted to 
run loose at night unless the owner is 
absolutely sure that it will not leave 
his premises, or bite an inoffensive 
stranger. This is so hard to determine 
that it is safest that every dog should' 
be tied, during the night at least. This 
rule would decrease the ravages in 
flocks of sheep wonderfully, as such 
butchery is generally done at night. 
If every dog runnnig loose at night 
could be shot with impunity, it would 
be an excellent law, in sheep-growing 
districts at least. 


If you own a good dog-, do not kick 


him outdoors when you go to bed and 
tell him to shift for himself. He can- 
not be expected to remain a good dog 
long. Get a tight, large dry goods box, 
cut a circular i^ile just big enough for 
the dog to pass through, in one side of 
the box near the end. Nail a loose flap, 
of carpet above the hole to keep otft 
the wind. Put on a sloping roof of 
matched boards and set the house in 
an open shed on the south side of a 
building. A dog with such a residence, 
although it ia cheap, will learn self- 
respect. Now get several rods of heavy 
wire and fasten it near the dog's house, 
a little higher than your head, so it 
will not be an obstacle, and carry it 
out to a tall post and fasten it taut, 
about six feet high. String the ring of 
the dog's chain on it before fastening 
it. It is then but a second's work to 
snap or unsnap the chain from the 
dog's collar. The animal can have a 
fine run out to the post and back, in- 
suring health and cleanliness, and the 
way he will make the chain jingle 
along that wire will make you admjre 
the contrivance. Give the dog an oc- 
casional bath with flea soap, or a rub- 
bing with bagging. Insect powder, 
also, will kill fleas if dusted dry into 
the hair. A dog's food should be va- 
ried, with not too much meat, though 
a bone is always a boon to him; table 
scraps, johnnycake made of meal and 
fine middlings, with a little bone meal 
in it and dried beet root; stale bread 
from the baker's will piece out the 
dog's menu. Remember, also, that 
pure water is as important as food 


For all purposes of the farmer the 


Scotch collie is the choice dog. He will 
not only drive stock by instinct, bnt is 
a good watcher, fond of children, and 
often a game hunter of vermin, squir 
rels, etc. Terriers—Scotch, Irish, fox 
bull and other sorts—are valuable ani- 
mals, not only for hunting rats, but as 
house dogs to detect robbert, they are 
unequalcd. They are a generally safe 
and a gamey, amusing pet Fox hounds 
render an excellent &ervice to poultry 
raisers; but setters, pointf>i=. and such 
pets of hunters cannot I e trusted 
around poultry. They are better kept 
on the chain, being often snappy in 
disposition. Beware of Spitz dogs and 
degenerate Newfoundlands, as they are 
prone to bite, and seem especially Jia- 
ble to hydrophobia. A pure Newfound- 
land makes a noble protector, especial- 
ly for children when near the water. 
A thoroughbred St. Bernard is the no- 
blest and safest of canine companions, 
but they are too Mgh-prieed for the 
average farmer. 


If possible, get a do# in his youth, 


and train him np in the way he should 
go. Old do£& will not attend school, or 
at least will ignore their lessons. When 
training a young dog1, do it all alone by 
yourself, so nothing1 will distract him; 
let him know you are in earnest, enlist 
his good-will, reward him whenhe does 
well, and do not weary him witVa long 
lesson, and you will succeed.—C H. 
Crandall, in Country Gentleman. 


THE SHAH'S HIGHWAY. 


A Word Plctnre of the Avenue of Approach, 
to a Great Capital. 


The shah's highway, considered as 


an agreeable promenade, or merely as 
a necessary avenue of .approach to a 
great capital, cannot be considered as 
a shirJTbg success. Straight away in 
front of us, as far as the eye can reach, 
it stretches over a level plain, and Up a 
slight rise, bounded on one side by the 
arrow-straight line of iron telegraph 
poles. The sky is slightly overcast; a 
fiero* wind blows in our faces, bringing 
dense clouds of dust, which rise at 
times to a great height in the distance, 
often taking the form of waterspouts 
or of towering columns of smoke; once 
enveloped in one of these traveling 
dust storms, there is nothing to do but 
to bold our heads down, and with eyes' 
tightly, shut ride through it, emerging 
on the other side white-bearded and 
powdered like millers. Sometimes we 
try to avoid these encounters by riding 
over the rough and broken ground on 
one side. There are many wrecks by 
the way of what were onee stout ships 
of the desert, as well as tbe last rem- 
nants of horses, mules and donkeys, 
lying where they gave np the struggle 
for life The only birds in this drear 
landscape are the ravens, which hunt 
in couples, and fly up from the road 
croaking hoarsely as we approach! 
There is not even a hard bank of earth 
or a stone large enough to sit upon 
when it is timevfor lunch, and one can 
only squat ignominionsly in the dust

JTho Uenlh of a M<"ri~«i Who VTm» H*iorl- 


ous aa a .'.layer of Men. 


Gen. Gabilondo, a noted Mexican, died 


recently in Nogales. Ariz. The remains 
were followed to the grave by bnt few 
pel sons. 


Gabilondo's history is a checkered 


one and liberally splotched with human 
blood. He was perhaps the most gen- 
erally despised man in Mexico, the late 
Gen. Carbor not excepted. He was the 
inhuman brute who butchered Capt. 
Crabb and his party at Caborica in 1856. 
At that time Gen. Pesqueira was gov- 
ernor of Sonora and was very unsatis- 
factory to the masses. To hold on he 
Inaugurated a revolution and sur- 
rounded himself with some of the most 
bloodthirsty villains in the state, Gab- 
ilondo being one of the leaders. Capt. 


I Crabb lived in California, but was mar- 
ried to a Mexican lady who belonged 
to a prominent family. The story in 
that through her Gov. Pesqueira in- 
duced Crabb to raise a command of 
Americans to go into Sftnora and assist 
him in gaining a victory over the oppo- 
sition. Capt. Crabb raised a party, 
sending a portion by water to Liber- 
tad, on the Gulf of California, and with 
about 1,000 mounted men came across 
the country, expecting to join the 
others on the gulf coast. Soon after 
he got on the field Pasqneira crashed 
<liis foes, and, knowing that he would 
be severely criticised tor calling Amer- 
icans to his aid, denied having any thing 
to do with bringing Crabb and his men 
into the country. He sent Gabilondo 
and his battalion to escort Crabb and 
his party back on American soil 


In the meantime Crabb bad started 


back, but was overtaken by Gabilondo 
and his troops at Caborlca. Without 
warning the latter opened fire on 
Crabb's party, and a brisk fight took 
place, several being killed on each side. 
Crabb and his men'took shelter in the 
old church, and, though largely in the 
•minority, made it warm for Gabilondo. 
Finally the latter, nnder cover of a flag 
of truce, proposed that if the Ameri- 
cans would lay down their arms ha 
would peaceably escort them to the 
American line. Crabb complied, but 
no sooner had th > / laid down their 
arms than they 'TO re formed in line, 
marched to the south side of the 
church, made to stand back np against 
the wpil, and all of them shot, except 
a boy 17 years old, who managed to es- 
cape. Some time after Crabb's tragic 
death his wife returned to Mexico, and 
was stabbed to death from behind one 
night while walking along the street 
in Guayamas. It was always thought 
that the deed was done by an agent of 
Pesqueira and Gabilonda, because she 
knew too much about Crabb's going 
into Mexico. 


Several other murders were credited 


to Gabilondo, including the brutal mur- 
der of customs officers while he was 
collector at Casabe. His latest esca- 
pade was the murder of a prominent 
merchant at Iruurls recently, who had 
been elected president of the town. 
Gabilondo and his son hired a police- 
man: to call the merchant and shoot 
him. 
When arrested the policeman 


told the whole story, and he was then 
killed by young Gabilondo, who es- 
caped to the City of Mexico, where he 
died recently. The death of the old 
man wipes out the Qabflondo family, 
and no regrets are expressed on either 
side of the line, and especially among 
Americans. — St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

Chancellor Von Caprlvi's Parlia- 


mentary Dinner. 


SUNDRESS OF THE COHSERYITIYES. 


The Entente Between Russia and Ger-

Chancellor Von OaprlTi'i Parliamentary 
Dinner.

BEHLI.V, Feb. 5.—Chancellor von Cap- 


rivi's parliamentary dinner this even 
dug will be a grand function, attended 
not only by all "the cabinet ministers, 
but also by an unusual number of im 
perial deputies. Members of the oppo- 
sition &ay that the dinner will mark 
the climax of the chancellor'b career, 
as within a month Freiherr von Loe, a 
strong Bismarckian, with an Agrarian 
policy, will replace him. Without 
doubt Jjoe enjoys the friendship of the 
emperor without concealing his bias 
toward the old chancellor, but in desig- 
nating him as the immediate successor 
to the chancellorship the conservatives 
Bimply show the party's utter lack of 
capable men whom they could select to 
lead the imperial government. 


The Bllndneis of the Conservatives. 
Gen. von Loe has political prejudices, 


but no reputation as a statesman. He 
has the emperor's esteem, but that es- 
teem concerns chiefly his ability as a 
soldier. Nothing seems to open the 
eyes nf the conservatives to the fact 
that their violent attack upon Von Ca- 
privi tends to strengthen his official 
position. The dinner at the Chancel- 
leric to-night will preclude the presen- 
tation of the Russian commercial treaty 
in the reiohstag. The emperor, who 
feels that his personal policy has been 
censured through the aspersions cast 
on the chancellor, has intimated his 
intention to be present Immediately 
after the dinner, and it is expected 
that he will seize the opportunity to 
dispel the conservative delusion that 
he cares less for the fate of the treaty 
than he does for Caprivi. 


The close friends of the minister be- 


lieve that the conservative, if once 
thoroughly convinced of the emperor's 
approval of the treaty, would moderate 
their opposition. Apart from any re- 
sults likely to arise from the emperor's 
personal 
influence, the government 


can reckon on obtaining thirty ma- 
jority for the treaty. 
The Entente Between Bnssla and Qer- 
many. 


Tlie certainty that the commercial 


entente between Russia and Germany 
will be restored may have much to do 
with the origin of the report that Em- 
peror William and the czar are likely 
to meet next summer. 
It is well 


known, however, that Count Schou- 
valoff, the Kussian ambassador here, 
and Count von Caprivi are eager to es- 
tablish more cordial relations between 
St. Petersburg and Berlin,and have been 
seeking means of strengthening and ex- 
tending the entente. The Bismarckian 
press says that the emperor's visits to 
England, although obviously devoid of 
political significance, excited the ill- 
feeling of the Russian court toward 
him, 
and that a friendly meeting of 


the two sovereigns on Russian ground 
would do much to remove the misnn- , 
derstanding1. 
Such a meeting, Bis- ' 


marckian journals say, is now reported 
to be the intention of both govern- 
ments 


Das to the Czar's Late Illness. 


Reports from St. Petersburg indi- 


cate that the czar's late illness was in- 
directly responsible for the speedy in- 
dorsement of the draft of the commer- 
cial convention. At the last moment, 
Dr. Witt, finance minister, opposed the 
concessions which had been approved 
by the Russian commissioners in Ber- 
lin. The czar was so intensely irri- 
tated by this turn of affairs that his 
physicians advised the immediate set- 
tlement of the question for the sake-of 
his majesty's health. Dr. Witt bowed 
to their advice and abandoned his op 
position. 
If edified Tone of the Biimuokian Press. 


In an interview with the United 


Press correspondent yesterday, Dr. 
Miquel. Prussian minister of finance, 
spoke of the Kussian treaty and Bis- 
nmrck's visit to Berlin. 
He said: 


"The immediate effect of Bismarck's 
visit is noticeable in the tone of the so- 
called Bismarckian press which has 
often worked against the government 
in the last four years. This press was 
really without relations to Bismarck 
and its adverse criticisms will now be 
promptly disavowed. Bismarck's visit 
was a great historical event and will 
be of lasting benefit to the country. I 
hope that the efforts of the press to 
raise differences between him and 
Chancellor von Caprivi will now cease." 


Dr. Miwul's Financial Reform Bill. 
D. Miqnel said that, as far as ha 


knew, Prince Bismarck, while un- 
friendly to the reciprocity policy id 
general, would consider it a gravfe 
political error to reject the commer- 
cial treaty with Russia after having 
accepted the treaty with Austria-Hun- 
gary. Dr. Miqoel lean that he wttl 
not obtain sufficient support in the 
reichstag to pans his financial reform 
bill, but think he will get enough to 
cover the new military expenditures.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 4.—A cyclone 


swept over northern Mississippi, late 
yesterday afternoon, leaving destruc- 
tion in its path. The wires were pros- 
trated, and it is impassible to secure 
particulars except from a few points. 
The wind came np from the southwest 
and passed through the northeastern 
portion of the state, crossing the Ala- 
bama line near Columbus, Miss., where 
the most serious damage is reported so 
far. Half a dozen bindings were 
wrecked in Columbus, trees uprooted, 
fences blown down and the streets 
strewn with debris. In the vicinity of 
Macon and Artesia, Miss., the farmers 
Suffered great loss, but the extent of 
the damage cannot be learned, owing 
to the prostration of the wires. No 
lives were lost as far as is known. 


Worse Than at First Supposed. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 5.—A special 


to the Commercial from Birmingham, 
Ala., says: Further detals of Satur- 
day's storm which swept over this sec- 
tion of North Alabama shows the dam- 
age to have been far greater than was 
at first supposed. 


At North Birmingham a dozen houses 


were blown down. James Smith, a 
railroad section foreman, was fatally 
wounded by the roof of his house fall- 
ing in. His wife and children escaped 
with less serious injury. 


At East Lake road three depots were 


blown down 


The worst damage was at Gate City, 


where, as stated in last night's dis- 
patches, the Congregational chrtrch 
was blown down. The Christian En- 
deabor society, with fifty persons in 
attendance, was holding a meeting and 
not one of them escaped unhurt. 
Mrs. R. H 
Pri&cKard was crushed 


by falling beams and died at mid- 
night, 
bhe 
was 
the 
wife 
of 


the superintendent of the Alabama 
rolling mills, and her home was at Iron- 
ton, 0. A. young man named Williams 
died yesterday from his injuries. Mrs. 
James Miles received fatal internal in- 
juries; O. 8. Drumhiller was mortally 
wounded; Charles Wilson will die 
from his injuries; Richard Miles had 
a leg broken;s Will Bears' skull was 
fractured; Jams Miles' knee was broken; 
Miss Anna Birdsall's spine was in- 
jnred; James Hartshorn received per- 
haps fatal injuries internally; Bever 
East was badly hurt, and from thirty 
to forty others received injuries of a 
minor character. 


When the hurricane struck the 


church the building collapsed, the 
roof falling in a solid mass on the con- 
gregation. The strong pews partially 
broke the fall, or every person in the 
house would doubtlessly have been 
crushed to death. Axes had to be used 
in releasing many who were under the 
debris. 


Nearly every house lu Gate City was 


more or less damaged by the storm. 
An immense amount of timber in the 
track of the storm was destroyed. The 
damage will amount to a large sum.

school building was wrecked. Near 
Choccolocco a tree fell on Mrs. J. P.

dence Wednesdays Senator Teller has 
given notice of his intention to call up 
the celebrated McGarrahan bill, while 
Senator Vest has given similar notice 
respecting the bill to provide for the 
erection of a new government printing 
office. Either of these bills in sure to 
give rise to debate, and many diffi- 
culties lie in wait for the printing of. 
fice bill in particular, mainly because 
the senate and house'committees hav- 
ing jurisdiction over the subject, have 
fallen into a disagreement, respecting 
the selection of a site. 


Further promise for a lively day in 


the senate Wednesday, is to be found
